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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued that Banga did not disclose, °a 
plurality of different content versions, each content version optimized for a specific connection speed and does not have a plurality of 
content versions". As to applicant's argument Banga disclosed, 'The determination of how much larger the new version can be before it no 
longer make sense to send it may depend on a number of factors, which might have to be measured in real time, resulting in dynamic 
calculation of the threshold size for sending different data rather new data. However, if the calculation depends on variables that cannot be 
determined easily by the remote proxy, such as the processor speed at the user station, an alternative is to have the remote proxy simply 
assume that the new version can be up to about 120% of the difference data and still be sent in its entirely (col. 4, lines 37-47). 
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
